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Continuation of 1 1 : As to applicant's argument, applicant mainly argues that the office is requested to cite a reference supporting the 
timer issue. However, timer has been used in most of features in telecommunication (e.g. Many options are presented to a called party 
such as press an option to accept the call, press an option to send the call to next termination. Let the call time-out if no action is taken. 
See U.S. 7,145,898, Col. 72 lines 31-45). Timer is well known in telephony. 

Applicant also argues that McConnell does not teach or suggest via an advanced intelligent network, a method for blocking future calls 
from a caller to a callee. However, McConnell did teach the use of AIN in the telecommunication system to connect between a caller and 
a callee. McConnell is the secondary reference, and it does not have to be bodily incorporated in the primary reference. 

Applicant also argues that Metcalf does not teach or suggest providing at least one callee selection via a voice prompt responsive to the 
first instruction. However, Metcalf teaches the telephony service provider can provide audio direction such as a type that is used to 
automate call processing at places of business and the like to guide the user through the configuring of his phone message (see 
paragraph 0038). Thus, Metcalf does teach the voice prompt. 

Hirschman teaches that after the customer hangs up, the feature can be activated by dialing *60 to obtain the directory number from the 
line history memory. *60 is considered as reversing white page technology. It is old and well known in telecommunication. 
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
